be objectionable or unsightly, if the i 
members of the Commission felt dis- 
posed to exercise their authority. 

The purpose of all this supervision,! 
s of course to insure that uniformity I 
anil simplicity in planting our borough 
M roots without which no community, 
can attain to its full measure of dig-: 
uity and beauty. To the Shade Tree 
Commission is also entrusted the prob- 
lem of triiuining the borough trees, 
and a sum is set aside for this pur-- 
p m' yearly by the council. Shade; 

trees bordering our streets must rf: 
course be trimmed back to prevent n- 
terferenee with traffic, and the Com 
mission plans to keep the height of 
such trimming uniform on all streets. 

Furthermore, since the Commission 
is composed of such men as Mr. (ioldsic, 
whose own home bears witness to his 
love for growing things, and I'r. Wil- 1 
ter Stock beck, Professor of Botany at 
the University of Pennsylvania, N'ar- 
herth's tree* will probably not haw to, 
suffer from the barbarous style uf 1 ri li- 
ming which Or. Steekbeek terms " de- 
horning. " 

Though the |iresont Shade (oioinis-, 
sum is quite modest about its wi,rk,j 
it has nevertheless just finished a i|uito 
notable achievement, in the double row 
of ginkgo tree* recently planted on 
Wynnedale Ave. Tlie ginkgo is a 

-.Chinese tree which ...reached Knghuid 
by way of Japan and then America, 
arid it is coming mure and mure into 
favor with landscape gardeners here. 
It is a clean tree, hardy, of good pro- 
portion and shape, and the toliag--', 
which is like no other tree, has the 
beauty of a fern leaf. The ginkgos on 
'Wyiinedale are two inch trees, four- 
teen feet high, planted well apart, and 
in time to come, this avenue will l>e a 
thing of beauty. 

Ill discussing trees suitable for shade 
Dr. Steekbeek said he hoped sonu'time 
to see a street planted to a row if 
papeT mulberry trees. These are not 
to be confused with the fruiting mul- 
berry, which would be most undesir- 
able; but the paper mulberry, especi- 
ally the male' tree, has all the .pialilica,- 
tiong to his mind, of a desirable and 
beautiful shade tree. The silver maple 
once so popular around Philadelphia, 
and the Lombard)* Poplar still popular 
along the Main Line, Dr. Steekbeek nn- 
' hesitantly condemned. The silver maple 
it? soft, breaks and becomes unsightly, 
a ' ' weedy tree. ' ' Tlie Lonibardy is an 
extremely short-lived tre«, many dying 
in five to eight years, and the hydro- 
tropic qualities of the roots make them 
, a menace, for home planting. If we 
must have poplars, therefore, Dr. 
Stecjcbeck advises the use of the Caro- 
lina poplar. 

In the near future the Shade Tree 
Commission plans to take a census of 
the shade trees in the borough, filling 
in frees where necessary. Such a cen- 
sus will be of keen interest as a mat- 
ter of recordi, to the residents and 
property-owners of Narberth.

Mr. Leroy King, a It hough he had not 
had the time to give the matter serious 
thought in detail, was. however, very 
trough- of the opinion that the pres"iit. 
building should, not be disposed of -n- 
til very definite plans had been per- 
fected for securing another building 
to care fur the needs of the coiiiiu-iu- 
i ty. 

Mrs. Fred Derby, president of the 
King's Daughters, expressed herself 
as always having had an ambition to 
see the. present building maintained as 
a f '(.immunity Centre and still cherished 
-iic I, a hope. 

Hov. John Van Ness is also in ac- 
cord with the opinion as expressed in 
the foregoing paragraph, namely, the 
retention of the present building as a 
local centre, and the following em- 
braces the views of Dr. I). .1. Snyder. 

"In all matters affecting community 
life and growth, 1 am of the firm con- 
viction that all such agencies as pro- 
mote the spiritual phase arc paramount. 
I would delight in the thought that 
I here is some civic institution or cen- 
ter in our Home Town that inspired 
a little ni,,,-,- spiritual devotion and 
n-v eri'iii ,- than can be expected fr iin 
a purely s. cular meeting place. And 
especially is this pertinent and import 
.-nit in these vibrant jazz lays that 
•-ceil, to be gripping both old a. ml 
young, male and female. 

But, by this we do not 
espouse the old time style Y. 
activity as a possibility for 
cow. If it is to partake of that nature 
and it is the essence of that most 
valued institution that we are contend- 
ing for, it must be fostered and pro- 
moted in manner and form as to be 
■'cceptnble to the average present day 
mind. It must embrace such practice's, 
engagements and indulgencies as are 
the vogue in well ordered society of 
the present day if it is to survive. 

And now as to the practical ne.-oin- 
plishinent of this willi the resources 
that are in prospect. 

I'lKpiesf ionably a vastly better plant 
could be const riieled if begun from the 
bottom up than if the old Y.-M. ( '. A. 
building were to be remod"l "d. The 
greatly increased commercial value of 
this building would be no c-impensiitoiv 
nlvantagc over a Community Club 
bouse built on the eastern section of 
the Playground plot, for that lor.ati.in 
uniildi be almost as central as is the 
Y location and possibly more so after 
Ksscx Avenue will have tunnelled the 
railrii.-n.! embankment.. 

My judgment would ac -onlingly be 
to sell the present Y. M. C. . V. property 
anil concentrate iijkiii a new institution 
to be located as proposed and alonj 
the lines projected in hist week's issue 
of 'Our '1 own. ' ' '

So-met into ago a well known local 
le-iilent requested the dumping of 
several loads of ashes on a vacant lot 
which he owned and desired to grade. 
It was onr observation that he and his 
hirelings and dependents spent many 
days .assorting out and piling into boxes 
and barrels the large quantity of tin 
cans, glass, etc., which accompanied 
the ashes on to his lot. Ashes and 
rubbish should be kept separate at the 
source. It is an easv matter to do -o.

Freight Shipment Records Broken 

Two car-loading records were brok- 
en during the week ending June 30 
when 1.021.770 ears wero loaded 
throughout the United States. This 
surpassed by '.f,2'.\\ the largest previous 
weekly record which was established 
during the week ending October 14, 
liiL'n. Thi other broken record is for 
the number of consecutive weeks in 
which e;ir-Hwi dings have passed the one 
mil-lion mark. The week ending June 
.'10 vras the fourth consecutive week in 
which more than one million cars were 
leaded. The best previous reoord, made 
in October, 192(1, was for three conse- 
cutive weeks. 

The Drop in Wheat 

July and September w'h?at iias drop- 
ped below one dollar for the first time 
since the War. This drop, however, 
v.jis principally caused by the fact that 
many houses had bought fr-ely tin t li *> 
strength of unfavorable crop reports 
some weeks back, and when the Gov- 
ernment issued this week more favor- 
able reports on the wheat outlook, there 
was a rush to liquidate. Reports have 
reached Ohieago that some farmers are 
preparing to turn their hogs into the 
wheat fields and thereby wonvert a 
low priced crop into pork, which is 
saleable at more than the cost of pi - >- 
duction. 

The Anthracite Coal Conference 

Representatives of th? .inthaeite 
miners and operators are now in session 
at Atlantic City. The miners have 
formulated and presented their de- 
mands, three of which are of major 
importance: A wage increase, the eight- 
hour day, and recognition of the union. 
At this writing it might appear that 
the Conference was working toward 
a deadlock but the most competent ob- 
servers believe that there will not be 
an interruption of anthracite mining. 
Both miners and operators -ire said to 
be in. a conciliatory frame of mind and 
to recognize that public opinion un- 
doubtedly would react with severe -o:i- 
sequences to both if another strike 
should develop. 
General Business and the Stock Market 

A very unusual situation now pre- 
vails in that the stock market is de- 
pressed and apparently the bear influ- 
ences there tire predominant, whereas 
the rest of the country, econoniically 
and industrially, gives every ir (Henri on 
of sound progress and prosperity. S01113 
observers think that the present stock 
market is purely a professional one 
and no other adoquate explanation lias 
been .'idyane-ed. There is, at present, 
11 mid-summer slackening in some lines 
of business, Textiles are more qule! 
and the production of pig iron lias 
decreased. On the other hand, the 
automobile industry is continuing at 
maximum production "and new records 
a re being cstnblislicd in petroleum. The 
building industry- is still active, al- 
though plans and contracts have fallen 
off' somewhat.
